Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the item 
numbers in the specification do not all match the item numbers in the FIGS. For 
example, page 5 lists the opening as 11 and the ring as 12; however, in the figures, the 
opening is 21 and the ring is 22. Please carefully revise the specification to properly 
correspond to the drawings.
